Rev. Mr. Yarrow, yesterday, delivered a 


sermon in which he said: 


"Do yon know that there ire 330,000 


public school teachers la the country who 
receive a.u annual salary of $31,000,000? 
But there is one church, the Romish 
church, that says our public schools are 
not good enough. And in' a bull the Pope 
demands the right to designate what sub- 
jects the public schools shall teach. 
And 


In :this same bull ho announces 
the 


church's right to name teachers. 


"Suppose there was » vacancy in the 


Butler school tomorrow, must we go to 
Fr. Ronan to see who he wants as a teach- 
er? The Catholic teachers in the public 
schools should resign. I don't say they 
are Inefficient, but they are Inconsist- 
ent in practising- tjja doctrine of their 
church. 


"Look at our Butler school for instance. 


There they have a Catholic principal at 
$2000 a year and almost all the teachers 
are Catholics. 
Now I say if the Butler 


school antagonizes the Roman church 
those Catholic teachers should conscien- 
tiously resign. 


"Why is it that tho majority of the 


school committee am Catholics. 
There 


they are. They, too, ought to resign if the 
public school Is an enemy of tlie church. 


"Soon we will have a city election and I 


hope that all the friends of triuh and 
righteousness will be found voting on the 
right side." 


As Rev. Sir. Yarrow is a stranger in the 


city he may well be excused for the ignor- 
ance he shows in regard to the attitude of 
the Catholic church to the public schools. 
If he knew anything of the schools or ol 
the school board lie would not ask the 
question whether Rev. Fr.

He Calls Upon Christians to Put Do-wn 


the ILiriaor Traffic. 


The attendance at 
Saturday night's 


t«mper»nce rally was certainly encourag- 
ing to the management and to the speaker, 
Hon. J. G. Wooley of Illinois. 


Rev. Mr. Cambridge presided and after 


prayer by Bev. ilr. Stratton, the speaker, 
was introduced. In the course of his re- 
marks, hefsaid: 
: 


"It is the business of a Christian govern- 


ment to go out like any disciple of Christ; 
to go out into the highways and byways 
and purify them of this curse, and then 
see to it that the laboring man has a de- 
cent.'day's pay for a decent day's work.

over !iOO,000,000 pounds of foreign 
wools in addition to the domestic wools 
they UEO. As long as tho necessities of 
their trndo compel them to buy so large- 
ly of foreign wool supplies it does not 
look as if American manufacturers wero 
going out of business. 
In fact, they 


havo jnst commenced to do business on 
tho sound basis afforded by unlimited 
access to tho world's supply of this raw 
material. 


It is u fact that the kind of wool that 


grows on a sheep's back depends very 
largely upon local conditions. Upon tho 
sanio breed of sheep there is a difference 
in the Jiber and gloss of wool brought 
from different countries. Ourfina wools 
are better for some,kinds of cloths than 
tho Argentine or Australian wools, and 
the Argentine and Australian wools are 
better for other kinds of cloths.

It is now more than nine years since the 


first vessel of tho new navy was put in 
commission, and the necessity for general 
repairs and renewal of fittings and equip- 
ments Is becoming more and more press- 
ing. 
The policy of extreme economy has 


about reai'hed its limit, aud unless more 
ample upproprlntions are made for the 
euro and preservation of ships and the 
general maintenance of tho yurd plants, 
the efficiency of tho fleet will bo de- 
molished aud government property will 
suifer serious deterioration. 


Commodore Hiehhorn notes the com- 


pletion and acceptance during tho year ol 
the Marblchead, Columbia, Olympltvnnd 
Minneapolis; gives the status ot other 
vessels which are almost completed, aud 
also states tho facts in connection with 
contracts recently let, and specifications 
made under the authority of tho last naval 
appropriation bill. Ho .suggests tho im- 
portance of appropriations sufficient to 
push the navy yard plants at Portsmouth, 
N. K.. Boston, New York, League island, | 
Norfolk, and Mare island, Cal., in a con- 
dition to meet tho demands of the imme- 
diate future. 


Probably tho most Importantpart of tho 


report is that devoted to tho necessity ol 
increased drydook facilities. Mr. Hlch- 
born notes the fact that there was-no dock, 
government or private, in the country 
sufficiently large to dock the Indiana pre- 
liminary to her trial trip. "If," he says, 
"such a condition confronts the depart- 
ment in time of peace, it is easily realized 
how serious a defect it would provo in 
time of war, when the casualties of battle 
and necessity for keeping the bottoms of 
vessels in such condition., that they1 might 
develop their highest speed, would largely 
increase tho demands on our docking facili- 
ties-." 


Favors Greater Docking; Facilities. 


Tho chief constructor endorses tho recom- 


mendation of tho constructor at Boston 
for a dock there sufficient in size to take 
the largest vessel, as ho does also similar 
recommendations for the constructors at 
Norfolk and Mare island. 


Mr. Hichborn also recommends "that 


in order that the plants at our naval sta- 
tions may always bo kept in a high state 
of efficiency for tho performance of tho 
general work of repairing and fitting out, 
it is earnestly recommetided that in future 
appropriation 
provisions be made for 


having at least one vessel in course of con- 
struction at each of the three principal 
navy yards."

tion, he s»ys that the completion of tho

It was hoped by the support- 
ers of tho measure to interest the work- 
ingmen sufficiently to get them to make 
the demand, for if labor requested it 
and capital secretly favored it, its suc- 
cess would be a question of a very short; 
time. 
The laborer twisting the rope 


with which he wonld be bound would 
be an edifying sight. 


The arguments at first blush looked 


plausible. If big strikes are to follow 
eacli othor in such rapid succession, they 
argued, involving tops of thousands of 
men, stopping -traffic aud spoiling a 
season's business, none too good as it-is, 
a means must bo taken to put au end to 
it. If labor's demands are fair and jnst, 
there need be no fear iu submitting 
them to a board of arbitration for set- 
tlement.

HABAXA, Nov. 11.—It Is now admitted, 


(ivuu in oflicial circles, that tho insurgents 
have recently made- such progress in the 
different provinces they are operating in, 
and that they have received a quantity of 
arms, ammunition aud dynamite, that 
affairs mffcy be said to be reaching a crisis. 


There IB no doubt that the headquarters 


of General de Campos, the city of Santa 
Ulnrii, In being slowly but surely invested 
by the insurgent forces.

General Maximo Gomez, the Insurgent 


commander-m-chief, has crossed the bor- 
ders with a considerable body of men, and 
it at this writing encamped nearSSguanfa, 
south of the important town of Saucti 
Spirltus, which is occupied by a considera- 
ble body of Spanish troops, and which is 
one of tlie points where the captain gen- 
eral recently established u heliograph sta- 
tion to try and keep up communication, 
between the cities of Siiuta Clara and 
Puerto Principe. 


But that route Is now occupied by the 


insurgents, and every road recently tra- 
versed by the captain general, when he so 
narrowly oacuped death or capture, are 
now In possession of tho insurgents, and 
It will be very uiflicult, if not impossible, 
for tho Spanish commander to maintain 
communication with Puerto Principe.

NO FALSE RETURNS 


LONDON, Nov. 11.—Advices received by 


Tfie Chronicle from Constantinople are to 
the effect that a consul has just arrived 
there, and he describes the whole country 
Trom Erzroom to Trebizond as being 
completely devastated. Every Armenian 
town and village is in rains. Heaps of 
unburied bodies are found everywhere. 


A Turkish official states that the trouble 


originated at Erzroum mth an attack on 
tlie government house, caused by the tor- 
ture of prisoners. Petroleum was freely 
used for the purpose of 'setting fire to the 
houses of the Armenians. 


Accenting to The Chronicle advices the 


patriarch intends to send a pastoral letter 
to tlie churches to be read tomorrow, an- 
nouncing the sultan's promised reforms 
and counseling patience on the part of all 
of his Armenian followers. 


A dispatch to The Standard from Con- 


stantinople says that rumors are already 
in existence to the effect that a change 
may be expected in tho office' of grand 
vizier and that Hali Eifat Pasha may soon 
be expected to step down and out. 


The Vienna correspondent of The Tele- 


graph says that news from Constantinople 
indicates that even the foreigners are 
danger aud that the central European 
powers have decided to employ energetic 
measures to defend the lives and the prop- 
erty of their subjects. 


A dispatch from Constantinople says: 


Kiamil Pasha, appointed vali of Aidin, 
has started for Smyrna. 


Aidin, the post to which Kiamil Pasha, 


recently dismissed from the office of grand 
vizier, becanso the sultan objected to his 
policy of conciliation toward Armenia, 
has been assigned, is a villayetor province 
of Turkey, in Asia Minor, containing 
about 20,000 square miles. The principal 
towns are Smyrna (the capital), Manecsa 
and Aidin. The population of the pro- 
vince is a little more than 1,000,000. 


Kinmll Pasha IdfC the cabinet council 


last Wednesday before the conclusion of 
tho meeting, and the presidency was then 
assumed by Hali Rifat. ..Upon arriving at 
lis home, Kiamil Pasha was taken sud- 
denly sick, but on the following day ho 
was ordered to immediately take -up the 
valiship of Aleppo, and a special steamer 
was prepared to convey him to his post 
that day. Kiamil, however, refused to go 
on board the steamer, declaring that he 
was too sick to travel. The commander 
of the steamer threatened to remove him 
by force to the boat, and Kiamil appealed 
to the powers. 


Aleppo, the post to which Kiamil Pasha 


was first assigned, is a villayet of Asiatic 
Turkey, forming the northern extremity 
of Syria. It is not considered a desirable 
place of residence, and the refusal of 
Kiamil Pasha to accept the valiship un- 
doubtedly caused the porte to offer him 
the better place, as vali of Aidin. 


Maasacred to Order. 
' 


A dispatch to The Times from Constan- 


tinople says that proof that the Arme- 
nian massacres are ordered from the Yildiz 
kiosk—not necessarily with the sultan's 
knowledge, but by influential men of the 
palace party, anxious to discredit the aft- 
ministration of Kiamil Pasha, recently 
grand vizier—is shown In the instance of 
Diarbekir, which is worth citing. 


Cambon, the French ambassador, 


after learning of the two days' rioting at 
Diarbekir, threatened to hold Alexan- 
dretta with the French squadron until 
the resignation of the governor had been 
broughc about. 
Two hours after this 


threat reached the Yildiz kiosk Diarbekir 
was tranquil. The Times' correspondent 
says that; this is an eloquent fact explain- 
ing the situation, aud that many similar 
instances point tho same way. 


The diplomatic corps consider the lives 


of Christians endangered throughout all 
the Asiatic provinces, but it is not be- 
lieved that they are in any special danger at 
Constantinople, because the members of 
the paliice clique are not likely to initiate 
any anti-Christian movements, and the 
members of tho Mohammedan constitu- 
tional party advocate the adoption of a 
policy giving Christians a share in the 
government. 
The natural tendency in 


consequence is the coalition of the iloham- 
medan constitutional party with the Ar- 
menians, and, in fact, there are signs in- 
dicating that such s coalition would be 
likely to occur under circumstances in any 
degree favorable. 


It is believed at Constantinople tBat the 


new ministry will not live over tomorrow. 


KougH Weather Off Irish Coast. 


LONDOX, Nov. Jl.—A violent southwest- 


erly gale prevailed at Queenetown through- 
out Saturday and Sunday, accompanied 
by heavy seas. While anchoring in tho 
harbor the Cunard steamship Campania 
met with a slight accident.

going out of business.

material. 


It is a fact that the kind of wool that 


grows on ft cheep's back depends very 
largely upon local conditions. Upcii tho 
sumo brood of sheep there is a diftereuco 
iu the fiber and gloss of wool brought 
from different countries. Onr fine wools 
uro better for Bomo kinds of cloths than 
tho Argentine or Australian wools, and 
tho Argentine and Australian wools aro 
bettor for other kiuds of cloths.

Tho pnst fiscal year is marked by ono of 


tbo most Lnterostiny events in tho history 
of tho country. 
Tbo pcusion roll passed 


tho jnilli&n jnnrk. 
Tho country has now 


the distinction of providing for a larger 
number of military pensioners than were 
OVI.T carried on t lie roliS of nny government 
or of aT5 governments at any ono time 
siaco the records of government first began 
to bo kept. 


Tbe most remarkable increase In tbo 


number 01" pensioners has taken placo 
within tho last tea years. In 
1SC5 tbo 


rolls contained only Su,38B names; in 1875 
there had btunan increase to 28-5,821, with 
o further increase to 3-!5,12S in 1SS5. 


Sinoo tho latter year'the number his al- 


most exactly tripled. The increase took 
placo chiefly under the first administration 
of Mr. Cleveland and nndor that of Mr. 
Harrison. 


At tho close of tho fiscal year 1SS8 there 


wero 452,577 names on tho rolls—nn in- 
oreaso of 129,8S1 during tbn four years 
Biuoo 1884. At tho close of 1803 there wero 
S7G, OG8—a further increase in four years 
of 428,491 names. 
Tho increase between 


1SS4 
and 1S88 had doubled tho increase of 


the preceding term, up to that timo the 
highest record made. In the four years of 
tho Harrison term it was not tho increase 
but the total which was doubled. 


Siueo the oloso of tho fiscal year 1803 


tlioro liu.i been an increase from 870,008 
names to 1,012,033. 
This latter figure is 


probably tho high water mark, as the 
names dropped from tho rolls during the 
past year because of deaths and for other 
reasons brought tho total down to 970,524 
—a ncc gain of 980 for the fiscal yrar. 


Tho figures hero given aro worth close 


attention. 
They constitute a synopsis of 


tho central facts of American politics dur- 
ing the last SO years.—Xew York World.

smelted at homo it will lie in huge heaps 
near tho mines. Tho new' combination 
expects to be able to transform all this 
wasto oro into iron much cheaper than ifi 
can bo done at Pittsburg.—Chicago Times-

It Is now moro than nine years since the 


first vessel of the new navy was put in 
commission, and tho necessity for general 
repairs nnd renewal of fittings and equip- 
incuts is becoming more and move press- 
ing. The policy of eztrcmo economy has 
about roiichud its limit, and unless more 
ample appropriations aro made for the 
ctirc and preservation of ships and tho 
general maintenance of tho yard plants, 
the efficiency of tho fleet will bo de- 
rnoli.sh'ed and government property will 
suiTtjr serions deterioration. 


Commodore Hichborn notes the com- 


pletion and aeceptanco during tho year ol 
tho Marblehoad, Columbia, Olympia and 
Minneapolis; gives tho status of other 
vessels which are almost completed, and 
also states tho facts in connection with 
contracts recently let, and specifications 
made under the authority of the last naval 
appropriation bill. Ho suggests the im- 
portance of appropriations sufliuiqnt to 
push the navy yard plants at Portsmouth, 
N. H., Boston, New York, League island, 
Not-folk, and Mare island, Cal., in a con- 
dition to meet the demands of the imme- 
diate future. 


Probably the most Important part of tho 


report is that devoted to the necessity of 
increased dry dock facilities. Mr. Hich- 
born notes the fact that there was no dock, 
government or private, in the country 
sufHciently Itirge to dock the Indiana pre- 
liminary to liet- trial trip. "If/'ho says, 
"such a condition confronts tho depart- 
ment in time of peace, it is easily realized 
how serious n defect it would prove in 
time of war, when tho casualties ot' battle 
and necessity for keeping the bottoms of 
vessels in such condition, that; they might 
develop tholr highest speed, would largely 
increase the demands on our docking facili- 
ties." 


FiiTnra Greater Docking Facilities. 


The chief constructor endorses tho recom- 


mendation of the constructor at Boston 
for a dock there sufficient in size to take 
the largest vessel, as he does also similar 
recommendations for the constructors at 
Norfolk and Mare Island. 


Mr. Hichboru also recommends "that 


in order that the plants at our naval sta- 
tions may always be kept in a high state 
of etVteiency for tho performance of tho 
general work of repairing and fitting outj 
it is earnestly recommended that in future 


j appropriation provisions bo made for 


• having at least one vessel In conrso oC con- 


struction at each oE the three principal 
navy yards," 


Explaining the reason for this sugges- 


tion, he says that tho completion of tho 


j vessels building at the New York and 


1 Norfolk navy yards has necessitated 
the 


j discharge of a large proportion of tho 


skilled force hitherto employed' at those 
stations, and it would bo exceedingly dif- 
ficult to mainfain tho efficiency of tho 


j construction and repair plants at thoso 


j yards unless early measures are taken to 
; give regular employment to a small force 
i of skilled mechanics in each of the prin- 


'• cipal yards. 
i 
The report renews tho recommendation 


I previously made of an experimental tank, 


j in which carefully conducted experiments 


"'.mid be made with models in such a way 


tls to anticipate tlio performance of the 
completed vessel, theso results not being 
capablo of attainment in any other way. 


Several foreign governments have al- 


ready preceded us in this direction and 
have constructed elaborate experimental 
stations, the British taking the lead. One 
hundred thou.-and dollars is asked for 
this purpose, and it is believed that with 
sucli a station, properly equipped and 
otlicered, the department will bo in a con- 
dition to mrTue original research and act 
on independent linpa, instead of being 
compelled, in a. great measure, to rely 
upon tlio experiments nnd deductions of 
others, which must of necessity be ac- 
cepted at their full value, as there is no 
moans in this^country of testing their ac- 
curacy.

The strikes at Homestead, Buffalo and 


Occur d'Alene, coining as they did with 
in iv short time of each other, aud by 
the determination with which they were 
fcraght, mado tho employing class fear- 
ful of the future. 
What can we do to 


Btop this? they asked. Something must 
be done and that soon. It was easy to 
ask what should be done, and still easier 
to answer something. 


In looking over tho list of things that 


could be done, making unions illegal 
and imprisoning thoso who form thorn 
is ODO of the simplest. £hat remedy 
simple but drastic, was rj£t attempted 
for several reasons. It would be almost 
impossible to thoroughly enforce it. 
Such a course would turn too much | 
sympathy to tho working clasa side. 
Besides thoy would hold their meetings 
iu secret, no one would know who their 
officers were, and instead of on open foe 
who can be seen, hoard and recognized 
tho capitalist would be fonght from un- 
der cover, from an ambush into which 
they themselves had driven the workers. 
Forcowas not proposed, tho three strikes 
having given abundant evidenoe that 
force was a game at which two could 
play, and, on the whole, capital would 
bo much safer if it did not "conjure up 
such a spell." 


So a measure was proposed that was 


expected to lind favor among working- 
men. That measure was compulsory ar- 
bitration. It was hoped by tho support- 
ers of tho measure to interest thu work- 
ingmen sufficiently to get them to make 
tho demand, for if labor requested it 
and capital secretly favored it, its suc- 
cess would be a question of a very short 
time. 
Tho laborer twisting the rope 


with which ho would bo bonud would 
bo an edifying sigbt.- 


The arguments at first- blush looked 


plausible. 
If big strikes aro to follow 


each other in such rapid succession, thoy 
argued, involving tens of thousands of 
men, stopping 
truffle and spoiling a 


season's business, none too good as it is, 
a means must be taken to put an end to 
it. If labor's demands are fair and just, 
there need be no fear in submitting 
them to a board of arbitration for set- 
tlement. If a board of arbitration has 
no power to enforce its decisions, it is a 
useless institution. 
Brush aside tho 


fine wording of these phrases, and the 
whole fallacy underlying them is laid 
bare. 


All these arguments are good when 


applied to voluntary arbitration, but 
none of them to compulsion. With the 
right to arbitrate must always be that 
other right of refusal. 
Many people 


think of arbitration as they do of a law- 
suit, where the plaintiff compels the 
defendont to appear in court. 
Such a 


comparison cannot be entertained. Tho 
refusal to work or to furnish work is 
not an act for which one can bo arrest- 
ed or sued. The disadvantage of having 
to submit a question of a rise in wages 
when a number of men are entitled to it 
and able to get it is obvious. 
They 


would be able to do much better than 
tho compromise which the board of ar- 
bitration would in most cases propose, 
and the workers would have to submit. 
In fact, unions as they now exist would 
disappear. There would be no reason to 
build up an organization, accumulate a 
fund for strike benefits, when no strikes 
aro permitted. For a number of men to 
quit in a body would be criminal. The 
fright of a man to freely associate with 
his fellows and contract with them 
would no longer be allowed. 


And should these tribunals exist as a 


part of government and bear any resem- 
blance to tbe other branches of the gov- 
ernment service- labor will stand a 
mighty poor chance. Tho experience of 
strikes where the property was in the 
hands of receivers under the court's 
jurisdiction shows plainly what labor 
has to expect from government. 


The craic for compulsory arbitration 


was short lived. 
When it wont the 


rounds of the press a few incautious re- 
formers spoke in favor of it, but tho 
old timers were not deceived for a mo- 
ment 


The American Federation of Labor at 


its last meeting adopted a very.strong 
resolution against compulsory arbitra-. 
tion, and it was carried by a unanimous 
TOto. 


On the same line was the one asking 


congress to repeal the oppressive laws 
agninst 
seamen. 
They had govern- 


mental regulation and were anxious to 
get rid of it. The law was used for the 
employer's benefit and against the em- 
ployee. A committee was asked for to 
go to Washington and try to get tha law 
repealed. In a few weeks the committee 
came away ill triumph. The bill for re- 
peal had passed both houses and was 
signed by the president. 


These efforts agninst government in- 


terference with unions is one that nil1 
other organizations would do well to 
follow and show the opposition that we 
are not deluded for a moment by their 
pretensions^of friendship. 


Thus wo have a double objection to

The Green Justice, the Country Attorney 


and the Troubled Wife. 


Some gray haired la\vyor politicians sat 


In on up town hotel talking over thoir 
early experiences. The conversation wos 
opened by tho man from up the state re- 
marking: 


"I see that old DenUls Eeeuy has just 


4ierl up In my native town. He wns one 
of tho last of tho old style lawyers who re- 
lied for winning theiy.cosos, not on thoir 
knowledge of law, but on tholr acquaint- 
ance with human nature.

HABAN-A, Nov. ll.—It is now admitted, 


even in official circles, that the insurgents 
have recently made such progress in the 
different provinces they are operating in, 
und that they have received a quantity of 
Hrms, ammunition and dynamite, that 
uffojrs inuy be said to be reaching a crisis. 


There is no doubt that the headquarters 


of General de Campos, the city ot Santa 
Cluru, is being slowly but surely invested 
by the insurgent forces. They are advanc- 
ing from all sides, but muinly from the 
province of Puerto Principo. 


General Maximo Gomez, the insurgent 


corniiiander-Iu-chlef, has crossed the bor- 
ders with a considerable body of men, und 
in tttthis writing encamped near Siguanea, 
south of the important town ot Saueti 
Spiritus, which is occupied, by a considera- 
ble body of Spanish troops, and which is 
one of the points where tho captain gen- 
eral recently established a heliograph sta- 
tion to try and keep np communication 
between the cities of Santa Clara and 
Puerto Principe. 


But that route is now occupied by the 


iusurgeuts, and every road recently tra- 
versed by the captain general, when he so 
narrowly escaped death or capture, are 
now in possession of tho insurgents, and 
it will be very difficult,'if not Impossible, 
for tho Spanish conrmamler to maintain 
communication with Puerto Principe. 


In addition, tho Roloff und Cespcdes ei- 


peditlons, weli-arnjud and equipped, have 
joined forces and are preparing to enter 
into active co-op-uration with 
Maximo 


Gomez in Santa Clara. Then, again, tho 
insurgent commliuder, Berafln Sanchez, 
is in strong force encamped at Abrous, 
near Cieiifuegos, the most important port 
nt tho province of Santa Clara and one of 
the most imporlano cities of tho island of 
Cuba. Ho is opeuly recruiting hia fol- 
lowers, and just burned all houses of Lab- 
arinto, Kstados Unidos and Heseras, val- 
uable farms and the propsrty of tho Mar- 
quis Apezeteguia. 


Koloff and Cespedes are making things 


very lively for the captain general in tho 
province of Santa Clara, where most of 
the Insurgent activity is now beinf? dis- 
played. 
They are driving the 
farmers 


away from tho towns, under penalty of 
bein<r shot, and tho latter cannot be in- 
duced to return even under tho promises 
of land and protection held out to them 
by De Campos. 


From Four Paints. 


In the direction of Remedies rind Sagua 


La Grande, the insurgents nro also active, 
and it will thus be seen that they are 
moving from four different points upon 
the city of Sautn. Clara, which is garri- 
soned by some of the best troops of Spain 
and the most reliable volunteers. 


All thi insurgents' great leaders, in- 


cluding Maximo 
Gomez, are 
sending 


messengers aud circulars to the big farm- 
ers aud planters, ordering them to contrib- 
ute to tho treasury of tho Cuban repub- 
lic, under penalty of having their property 
destroyed by fire. 


The result is that the insurgents are 


really bettor provided with funds than 
are the Spanish government officials here. 
The money thus obtained from the gov- 
ernment's friends, the planters aud big 
farmers, is in time forwarded to New- 
York or other American ports, where it is 
used for the purchase of arms and am- 
munition, and the equipping of additional 
expeditious. 


The Spanish government is well aware 


of this fact aud has done everything pos- 
sible to prevent the insurgents from rais- 
ing funds, as well as trying to capture tho 
messengers which they send to the United 
States and elsewhere. But in spite of tho 
Spanish blockades ot the coast, tho in- 
surgents' expeditions find little or no diffi- 
culty in landing, and they have hitherto 
succeeded in maintainlngan uninterrupted 
line of communication with their friends 
in the'TJnited States.
